PROLOGUE 


Dignus est a gnus gui occt.ms ext. . . . The Lamb that was 
slain is worthy to receive power, and divinity, and wisdom, 
and strength, and honour, and glory, and benediction. 
(Apoc. 5, 12). 

The crucifixion of Jesus Christ took place a long time 
ago and far away from here. It is an old and familiar 
story, yet it would scarcely be worthy of mention after all 
these centuries if the Crucified had been only another 
victim of man’s inhumanity to man; if He, like countless 
estimable men, had been once falsely judged, once cruelly 
rejected, once unjustly put to death. 

Despite all efforts of popular historians to number 
Jesus among the great martyrs of human history, the 
Nazarene still soars in dignity above human standards and 
claims an homage apart. He was no mere lover of His 
nation, one of many to offer His life as part of the price 
of His people’s freedom; He was no mere philosopher, one 
of scores who have accepted death for bearing partial 
witness to the truth; He was no mere philanthropist, slain 
for His noble deeds and misunderstood in His higher pur¬ 
poses. Neither can His death be set down as the event of 
a day, taking place in an hour, at a defined place. The 
event we commemorate during this holy season is not 
merely something which happened once on a hill outside 
Jerusalem. It is something which everlastingly happens, 
everywhere. The crucifixion of Jesus Christ is the central 
event of history. All other events take on new meaning 
from it, those before straining toward it, those since liv¬ 
ing by it. 

Sensitive historians inevitably come to recognize some¬ 
thing, at least of the centrality of the Cross in human 
history. It was the great German historian Harnack who 
wrote: “There is no other fact in all history which man¬ 
kind needs so much to have brought home to it as this: 
A man by the name of Jesus Christ once stood in our 
midst.” Harnack undoubtedly referred to what he would 
have called "the historical Jesus” rather than to the Christ 
of theology; to the Man Jesus rather than to the Son of 
God. Yet the ultimate reason for that centrality of Christ 
to which Harnack bears witness is not historical, but theo¬ 
logical. Christ and His Cross explain history, but history 
offers no explanation of them. The real reason for the 
centrality in human affairs of Christ and His Cross is 
set forth in a theological truth revealed early in St. John’s 
Gospel: ”... AS MOSES LIFTED UP THE SERPENT 
IN THE DESERT. SO MUST THE SON OF MAN BE 
LUTED UP: THAT WHOSOEVER BELIEYETH IN 
HIM. MAY NOT PERISH; BUT MAY HAVE LIFE EVER¬ 
LASTING. FOR GOD SO LOVED THE WORLD, AS TO 
GIVE HIS ONLY BEGOTTEN SON: THAT WHOSOEVER 
BELIEVETH IN HIM. MAY NOT PERISH. BUT MAY 
HAVE LIFE EVERLASTING.” (3. 14-16). It is, then, of 
fundamental importance, if we would understand human 
history, for us to remember that a man by the name of 
Jesus once stood in our midst; but it is even more basic, 
if we would understand the place of Jesus in history, that 
we be mindful of the word of St. Paul: “FOR GOD IN¬ 
DEED WAS IN CHRIST. RECONCILING THE WORLD 
TO HIMSELF ” (2 Cor.. 5, 19). 

This is the essential thing to remember about the 
Cross—that God was at work upon it, not man alone. A 
human nature died on Calvary, but all of the significance 
and efficacy of that death derive from the fact that the 
human nature so dying belonged to a Person Who was 
Divine. Had Jesus Christ been but a man, the Cross would 
have been a tragedy, as the brutal murder of the inno¬ 
cent must always be tragic. But the crucified Christ was 
God, the eternal Son, acting in and through the human 
nature which He had taken upon Himself when He be¬ 
came incarnate by the mysterious action of the Holy Ghost 
in the most pure Virgin Mary. “True God of true God . . . 
consubstantial with the Father, by Whom all things were 
made. Who for us men, and for our salvation, came down 
from heaven. And was incarnate by the Holy Ghost of 
the Virgin Mary: and was made man. For us also was 
He crucified ..." Thus these 20 centuries have Christians 
sung at Mass their debt to Jesus Christ. 

No moment in the life of Jesus Christ has been so 
graven in the memory of those who love Him as the mo¬ 
ment of His crucifixion. Strange thing: that the event in 
His life most cherished by His followers should be the 
moment of His most utter humiliation: that the sign and 
symbol of those who think Him God should be the instru¬ 
ment designed by His enemies to break Him forever; that 
every effort to make Him loathsome should have made 
Him the Hero of the ages, so that artists have always 
preferred to portray Him crucified, that the beauty of His 
countenance might never be hidden from His own: that 
the wounds and woe wherein He wrote His love might be 
known to all the people He died to redeem. 

Why do we find Him so beautiful in death Who should 
never have died? Why is His Cross so ardently kissed, so

Charges that his plan evades 
the constitutional prohibition 
agalnit state aid to religious in¬ 
stitutions have been made by 
numerous Protestant and Jewish 
groups.

COMPLETE ABSTINENCE Is to be observed on all 
Friday*, on Ash Wednesday, and on the Vigils of the Immac¬ 
ulate Conception and Christmas. On thesr days of complete 
abstinence, meat and soup or gravy made from meal may 
not be used at all. 


One was a $200 tax credit to 
parents of a college student. Tho 
governor replied this would not 
help low-income families which 
might be paying less than $200 
in taxes.

PARTIAL ABSTINENCE is to he observed on Ember 
Wednesdays and Rmbrr Saturdays and on the Vigil of 
Pentecost. On days of partial abstinence, meat and soup or 
rravy made from meat may be eaten at only one meal: In 
our diocese this meal may be any one meal of the day. 
whether a heavy meal or a light meal, the "principal" or 
a mere lunch. The point is that meal may be eaten only onre 
on such a day. 

Fasting 

Everyone over 21 and under 59 years of agr is hound 
to observe the law of fast. Fasting refer* rhlrfly to the 
quantity of food ronaumrd. It involves how much we rat. 
not so much what we eat. 

The days of fast are thr weekdays of Lent, including 
Holy Saturday until noon. Ember Days and the Vigil of 
Pentecost, as well aa the Vigil of thr Immaculate Conception 
and the Vigil of Christmas. These latter two days are days 
of both fast and complete abstinence. 

On days of fast only one full meal is allowed, and meat 
should be eaten at only one meal. Two other meals, sufficient 
to maintain strength, may be taken according to each one's 
•eodi; but together they should not equal another full meal. 
Eating between meals Is not permitted on fast days: any and 
all liquids, Including milk snd fruit Juices, are allowed be¬ 
tween meals, however. 

When heslth or ability to work would be seriously af¬ 
fected, the law of fast obviously dors not oblige. In doubt 
concerning fast or abatinrnrr. a parish priest or ronfrssor 
should be ronsulted. However, while we arr properly ex¬ 
pected to be conscientious in observing seriously thr laws of 
fast and abstinence, the spirit of Christ's Church forbids all 
scrupulosity or Pharisaism in such matters. 

Spirit of Fenanea 

I earnestly urge the faithful during thr penitential sea¬ 
sons to attend Mass and receive Holy Communion frequently: 
ta take part In religious services; to study the Faith and read 
spiritual hooka; to give generously to works of religion and 
charity; to perform aeta of kindness towards thr siek. the 
aged, the poor and thr troubled: to praetler voluntary self- 
denial. especially regarding food, drink and worldly amuse¬ 
ments; and to pray fervently, particularly for thr intentions 
of the Holy Father. 

School plays, concerts and like programs identilird with 
education and legitimate, necessary recreation arr usually 
not "worldly amusements" hi any sense inconsistent with a 
proper spirit of penance. Here, too, what thr Church asks Is 
Christian simplicity and sincerity, not Pharisaical scrupulos¬ 
ity any more than laxity. 

Pastors are encouraged and hereby authorised to schedule 
one late afternoon or evening Mass each week during Lent 
on a day other than Sunday. It Is hoped that priests and 
people will take double advantage of the Lentrn Season by 
using this weekd-v Mass to promote the' knowledge and love 
of dialogue or other "participated" Masses.

Msgr. McDowell Hits Pessimism 
About Catholic Schools' Future 


MIAMI (NC) — Premier 
Fidel Castro is about to launch 
a state religion in Cuba, it was 
reported by a Spanish-ianguagc 
newspaper published here. 

Et Dairin dr la Marina, former 
Havana daily now published 
weekly in exile here, said that in 
Havana a law modeled after 
church legislation put into effect 
by the communist regime in Al¬ 
bania is now being prepared. 

The newspaper said that Ern¬ 
esto (Che) Guevara, president of 
the Cuban National Bank, 
brought the text of the law with 
him when he returned to Ha¬ 
vana from Moscow in December.

Whole Personality 

"It is the whole personality 
of the child that must be de¬ 
veloped.

"Our srhuols are in their 
springtime, not their December, 
in their youth, not their old 
age," Msgr.

"I believe there are certain 
basic ideas that must be chal¬ 
lenged. no longer in theory but 
In practice." Msgr. McDowell 
said. 


"Who said children must start 
school at five or six? Who said 
they must be in elementary 
school eight year* or seven? 
Who said a child learns only so 
much in so many months? 

“We teach children, not sub¬ 
jects. Children must not be ad¬ 
justed to the curriculum. 
Courses of study are merely 
tools, not inflexible rules.” 

Hr railed on the nuns and 
lay teachers to capitalize on 
the child's normal ability and 
desire to learn, to teach at the 
natural rate, in a natural may. 
eliminating artificiality. 


A serious threat exists, he ad¬ 
mitted to the 3.600 lay and reli¬ 
gious teachers he addressed at 
the annual Diocesan Teachers 
Institute last Friday. 


"According to this law." El 
Dairio said, “all appointments of 
Church officials will require ap¬ 
proval by the Council of Mini¬ 
sters.

Too Many Catholics Shirking 
Civic Duties, Priest Maintains 


Divine Praises Prayer 
Rearranged by Vatican 


By BILL McCLINTON 

A priest-exprrt on city plan¬ 
ning urged here recently that the 
Church emerge from its “silence'' 
on urban renewal and give moral 
leadership to the shaping of 
America's future communities. 


“Rut the Church should be vo¬ 
cally represented at important 
civic gatherings at which the fu¬ 
ture of the community is being 
discussed. And this beyond prob¬ 
lems of self-interest." 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—The new invocation in pralsa of tha 
Precious Blond of Christ has a different place than originally an¬ 
nounced in the Divine Praises normally recited after Benediction 
of the Blessed Sacrament. 


The official publication. Acts of the Holy See. states that tha 
invocation “Blessed be His Most Precious Blood" is to he inserted 
following the invocation Blessed be His Most Sacred Heart." 

The original decree of the Sacred Cnngiegatinn of Riles (Oct. 
12) stated that “Pope John XXIII kindly deigned to decree that to 
the praises of Blessed be God.' after the invocation 'Rlessed be tha 
Most Holy Sacrament of the Altar,' there be added the invocation 
•Blessed be His Most Precious Blood.’" 

It was later suggested that a more logical place for the inser¬ 
tion of the new invocation was after the praise of Christ's Sacred 
Heart. The suggestion was adopted and. according to the Arts of 
the Holy .See, the Divine Praises are now as follows: 

Blessed be God 

Rlessed be His Holy Name. 

Blessed be Jesus Christ, true God and true Man. 

Blessed be the name of Jesus. 

Blessed be His Most Sacred Heart. 

Blessed be His Most Precious Blood. 

Blessed be Jesus in the Most Holy Sacrament of the Altar. 

Blessed be the great Mother of God, Mary most holy. 

Blessed be her holy and Immaculate Conception. 

Rlessed be her glorious Assumption. 

Blessed be the name of Mary, Virgin and Mother. 

Blessed be St. Joseph, her most chaste spouse. 

Blessed be God in His angels and in Hi* saints. 


Tr Howe* pointed to the 
American Bishops' statement last 
November calling for Americans 
to assume greater individual re¬ 
sponsibility in community life. 


"Our silence in the related 
fields of housing and planning is 
nearly unanimous," Fr. Robert G. 
Howes charged. 

Fr. Howes proposed that dio¬ 
ceses consider a community rela¬ 
tions department to lead the 
Church and Catholics individu¬ 
ally to greater participation in 
the city renewal programs now 
snowballing t h r o u g hout the 
United States.

He rerommrnded a constant 
eheck in each community on 
overall Church participation in 
civic affairs. "Is the Youth 
Council neglecting the welfare 
of the rnmmunily in which it 
subsists? Does the Catholic 
men's group provide a forum 
for community discussion? Are 
Catholics taking part in such 
community discussion areas as 
mental health, problems of the 
aging?"

Lenten Diets 

To save harried parish priests a phone 
call or two, may we point out with regard 
tu the Lenten fast and abstinence regula¬ 
tions (carried on page one of this issue) 
tiiat again this year there is no reference 
in the regulation* to any ao-called “prin¬ 
cipal meal.” This is because of the widely 
differing customs among Catholics of th* 
diocese and because of permits that meat 
may be taken at any single meal on a fast 
day. 

For instance, some people may eat a 
meat sandwich for lunch and take a heavy 
meal at night which they may prefer be 
meatless. It seems pointless to require, in 
effect, that on fast days meat be neces¬ 
sarily linked to a so-called “principal 
meal.” 

Hence, for the guidance of those who 
might inquire about the use of meat on 
fast days, the following should be kept in 
mind: there is only one full meal, no 
matter when it is eaten or what is eaten 
at it; there is no eating between meals. 
even though liquids are permitted, finally, 
meaf is taken but once a day. 

Concerning liquids the regulations are 
equally simple. Any liquids, as long as 
they do not contain meat or are not made 
with meat, may be drunk between meals. 
This includes everything that flows, from 
milk shakes to molten lead. 


importance of the Sherman Act, while the 
very class of men who have been violat¬ 
ing the act know full well its paramount 
importance. The act and its accompany¬ 
ing administrative provisions keep capi¬ 
talism free and restrain the money power. 
In our great economic and commercial 
society, if we had no workable anti-trust 
law, the power and concentration of 
money would grow so great as to be un¬ 
bearable. Bigness would destroy freedom 
and the topmost leaders of concentrated 
enterprises would become so powerful 
that in the words of Leo XIII “men would 
scarce dare to breathe against their will.” 

The previous Republican officials of 
the Department of Justice and their Dem¬ 
ocratic successors both urged the Federal 
Judiciary to punish at least some of the 
guilty men by sending them to jail. They 
asked this out of no draconian whim but 
that the importance and grave necessity 
of our anti-trust statutes should be under¬ 
lined. 

Yet, though it is a few who are being 
punished, it is the moral climate of virtu¬ 
ally the entire business community that 
stands indicted It is a pity that decent 
men should be infected by this bad moral 
climate and have to be sorely punished. 
We have nothing but sympathy for them 
and their families, but we must under¬ 
stand at the same time the stern decision 
that punishes them lest the moral fabric 
of our industrial community rot utterly. 

A society can continue strong if its 
criminal class slips and slides through the 
laws' maze and occasionally has the laugh 
on the law-abiding But the best citizens, 
the leadership which an important seg¬ 
ment of the community naturally pro¬ 
duces. if it can with personal immunity 
scoff at grave, necessary and reasonable 
laws, and if that scoffing be tolerated, we 
shall have a society sick indeed.

The Post Office Department has long 
been rightfully concerned over the smut 
material passing through the mails, and 
the anti-smut campaign engineered by 
past-Postmaster General Summerfield is 
one for which all decent Americans are 
grateful. • 

However, there have been times dur¬ 
ing this and other anti-smut campaigns 
when, in informing the public, the em¬ 
phasis seemed more on the materials 
than the crime, more on the sin than the 
solution. VVe recall stories emanating 
from the Post Office Department which 
were graphic to the point of being seri¬ 
ously offensive to the average reader. 

If bv the phrase “without fanfare,” 
the Post Office Department means that * 
henceforth it intends to suppress the 
juicy details, then we say “more power 
to them.” 

Enforcement and official news releases 
dealing with smut campaigns should not 
violate the good taste which inspired 

those in the first place.

Shirer's Book Merits 


ing 



William L. Shirer's book, 
“The Rise and Fall of the 
Third Reich," as everyone 
now knows, has become some¬ 
thing of a phenomenon in the 
A mtrlcan 
book pub¬ 
lishing busi¬ 
ness. It U the 
first time a 
S10 book has 
reached the 
“‘best - sell¬ 
er” list. 

F u rther- 
more, there 
is evidence that people are 
not only buying Mr. Shirer’s 
1.200-page history of Nazi 
Germany, they are reading it 
Everybody with whom I have 
talked, who owns & copy of 
the book, discusses it with 
the unmistakable knowledge¬ 
ableness of one who has actu¬ 
ally read it. This has not been 
true, 1 think, of some other 
recent best-sellers (e.g., Pas¬ 
ternak's “Doctor Zhivago") 
which have been bought, one 
must presume, for iheir status 
value or out of a bandwagon 
impulse 

Why the suthentic success 
of Mr. Shirer's book? What 
accounts for the voracious ap- 
peUte of the American people 
for the history of Hitler and 
h i s monstrous movement 
which defiled whatever it 
touched’ 

Some pro\i mate reason* 
suggest themselves. For one 
thing, the book I* interest¬ 
ing. Mr. Shlrer ha* said 
that be wa* conscious that 
this was more than s dry- 
a*.dust history: it was a 
fascinating story. Ilr was 
determined to "tell the 
story” rather than simply 
recite fact* 

For another-thing, .he story 
is concerned with a period 
within the experience of tne 
vast majority of the American 
people—the period from 193.1 
to 1948. It therefore promise.* 
to answer many questions, 
clarify many details, and order 
many of the hitherto discon¬ 
nected facts about this 
’’thing" which was at once so 
tamllar and yet so strange at 
the time that it existed 

I suspect, too. that a good 
r.any American* are reading 
“The Rise and Fall of the 
Third Reich” because they are 
wondering whether there will 
be a Fourth Reich. They are 
wondering, perhaps, whether 
there may be material in Mr 
Shirer'a book which can cast 
some light on whatever appre¬ 
hension! they may have about 
the “new” Germany 

I would like to think that 
at a much deeper level an¬ 
other motivational force is at 
work which would account 
for the auoceaa of thla book. 
1 would like to think that 
many of ua are buying and 
reading It because, like John 
Donne, we understand that 
“no man ia an Island"; that 


us. I would like to think that 
we recognize, however dimly 
and inchoately, that what 
happened to the victims of 
the Nazis and what happened 
to the Nazis themselves some¬ 
how Involves us by virtue of 
the fact that we are of one 
human race writh a common 
origin and destiny. 

If this Is. la fact, a moti¬ 
vating reason. It Is a moat 
encouraging one at thl* mo¬ 
ment In human affairs when 
the callous In our midst tell 
u* that the fate of (tarving 
and tyrannised peoples is no 
roucern of ours, that our 
first obligation la to a "bal¬ 
anced nations] budget” 
which, for s while threaten- 
ed to become one of tho 
sacred poles of our officially 
tranquilisrd national life. 

As 1 say. I would like to 
think that conscience accounts 
for the ready resonance Mr. 
Shirer’s book found in the 
American people. But where 
conscience is not the principal 
motivation, it may well be the 
sobering postlude for tbou- 


po.Mlutle 


sands of Americans once they 
have finished reading the book. 

One 40-page section alone— 
Mr. Shirer’s strslghtforward 
report of “Nazi Terror In the 
Conquered Lands.” page 936 
ff. — is ghastly. It is terribly 
hard on tha stomach, though 
Mr. Shirer refuses to sensa¬ 
tionalize; but in tha end it 
must fire In Its readers a re¬ 
solve that these crime* and 
atrocitlea (of which genocide 
was only one) shall not hap¬ 
pen again. 

A reading of Mr. Shirer'a 
book Is perforce unpleasant at 
times. But It Is also indispens¬ 
able. If it accomplishes no 
other thing, It wrill persuade 
readers to breathe some very 
earnest prayers for, among 
ethers, the 5,000,000 (yes, five 
million) Jewish men. women 
and children exterminated by 
the Nazis in their insane male¬ 
volence. And anytime humans 
are moved to pray for each 
other they are moving in the 
right direction.

Our best strategy is lo Isolate this argument, let It stand out, 
get the full glare of public attention. Lot It speak for Itself, let 
it be shrill and Insistent, and It will grow shabbier and shabbier 
and its adherents will grow few and unproud.

Catholic position, deep love for children and for the word of God. 
We must never tire of stressing that, wanting religious formation 
for our children, we have no choice but to maintain our own schools 
because public education Is by law prevented from giving this es¬ 
sential formation. 


Sharpness and crude partisan behavior of clergymen who are 
opposed to parochial school assistance Is already being criticised 
by neutral sources; It Is only a question of tlma until tha neutrals 
realize the narrow professionalism. In tha worst sense, of many of 
our opponents who are In th# publle education buslnesa. All th# 
more reason for Catholic spokesmen to speak softly, If Insistently, 
on this question. 

This i» due to be a long fight and perhaps a losing one, but 
we have really no alternative; we must become engaged to the full 
extent of our resources. That there la a Catholic In the White 
House should not amother this legitimate and completely American 
campaign for Justice. Tn President Kennedy we have no hostage to 
fortune. He Is a fine young man and will be a credit to us, but he 
is on his own and we will be doing him, the cause of Justice, and 
ourselves no favor by worrying about how our activities in this 
campaign will affect him. 

That he stands against the cause of Justice In the matter Is no 
grest harm; In all realism he has little choice. Anyway, Justice 
for our parochial schools Is something we want to get not because 
of th# accident of having a Catholic In th# Presidency, but It Is 
something w# want to get as a gift from our fellow citizens, ■ 
token and earnest of their friendship and sens# of fair play, a 
compassionate gesture. If you will. 

Let us not demand this harshly, let ua be not too proud ta 
tsk for It gently. Our fellow* trusted ua enough to put a Catholle 
In the White-^iphse; vrUJ they trust us enough to permit ua to 
educate our children the Way w# think w# should, will they trust 
ua tq, maintain them aa good little Americans and parochial school 
students at the same time’

City Best For Kids 

I have waited for years for somebody to challenge the whisk¬ 
ery notion that the best place to rear children is necessarily the 
country, and the worst place the city. 

Because he has Hone precisely that. Dr. Robert D. Cross of 
Columbia University hereby Is made the first charter member of 
my persona! Academy of Preferred Thinker* 

(APT) which I have just this moment made up 
out of my head 

I salute Dr. Cross also because he speak* 
plain English, a practice murh too rare among 
our intellectuals. Dr. Cross, a leading Protes¬ 
tant historian and an authority on the Cath¬ 
olic Church in the U. S., waa a specially in¬ 
vited speaker at the 1961 convention of the 
Amerlran Catholic Historical Association 

The idea that country life is automatically 
healthier for the soul, he said, came down to us from such earlier 
Catholic figures as Bishop John I-ancaster Spaulding, founder of 
Catholic University of America. Bishop Spaulding, Dr. Croaa said, 
was one of those who "believed that closeness to nature made the 
farmer so cognizant of the boundless. Immense forces of life that 
religion came to him naturally ” 



Observe the clarity and simplicity of Dr. Cross’ phrasing. Ona 
word might be altered for easier reading. "Cognizant" could become 
"aware.” But Dr. Cross ha* nobly resisted the temptation to say 
it thi* way: 

“Bishop .Spaulding and some erudite ronleinporarles were 
impelled by rontemplatlon of their milieu to embrace the un- 
■utistiral and non-demonrirable assumption that those adher¬ 
ents of their doctrinal view* who were of tho agricultural persua¬ 
sion were, as a eonsequrnre of proximity to the Ineluctable vita! 
process of the planet, virtually automatically thelstle " 

The trouble with Bishop Spaulding's theory, Dr. Cross said, 
waa that tt ignored the fact that there are many kinds of cltie* 
with many kinds of neighborhood*. Let ua admit, in Juatlca to 
Bishop Spaulding, that city lift In his tlma differed from city Ufa 
today, and that Catholic*, being poor, did not llva In th# "moet 
desirable” section*. 

Ail the same, good Catholics—and good Protestants and Jew* 
too—transformed many materially poor districts Into area* spirit¬ 
ually rich, out of which came many of our most admirable Amer¬ 
icans. 


Now for my own testimony. My wife and I have lived In a 
semi-rural village. In a small lawn, and In residential sections 
of two large metropolitan complexes. Based on our own experi¬ 
ence. we'll take the big cities. This It not to say that there are 
na excellent rural and small town neighborhoods. There are. 

Our home at present Is In a self-governing city of 80,000 tn 
a metropolis of a million and a half. Wo bavo been there 18 year*. 
Never have we heard of anybody on bad term* with anybody else. 
Nobody uses language that children should not hear Nobody sets 
a bad example In any way. Adults and children go In and out of 
neighboring houses, sure of their welcome, and sure of the right 
kind of atmoephere. Youngsters leave outside aU night their bike* 
and trikes, wagons and scooters; end nothing Is stolen. If there I* 
elrkne** or death or accident In any house, everrhodv hastens to 
help 

The area Is sprinkled with Catholle and Protestant churches

The Church as Civilizer 


I have now been traveling for 
another two week* in Latin 
America, contacting people right 
and left: priests and railroad 
conductors, prime ministers and 
Indian women 
in the markets, 
archbishops and 
m I s a I onaries, 
university stu- 
dents and petty 
officials. With 
every day the 
picture In my 
mind becomes 
more rounded, 
the problems of this tormented, 
so rich and yet so wretched con¬ 
tinent more strongly focused. 
Now that I am in Chile, 1 have 
left the part-Indian midriff of 
the Americas and am facing an¬ 
other world — "White" South 
America—with troubles all of 
her own. 

Some weeks ago I wrote 
about the analogies between 
the Church In "Indian Amer¬ 
ica" today and the Church In 
Europe in the early Middle 
Ages, a comparison I consider 
more valid every day, there 
Is yet another aspect to this 
and that Is thr almost un¬ 
avoidable task of the Church 
in .South America to engage 
in activities which are uot of 
a strictly rrligious nature. 
Once every facet of our cul¬ 
tural and industrial activities 
has been profoundly Chris¬ 
tianised. the Church ran re¬ 
strict herself to worship and 
teaching, thr latter takrn in 
a narrow as well as in a wid¬ 
er arnsr. 

As we all know, in the early I 
and even in the High Middle 
Age* the Church had to help 1 
actively in establishing and 
maintaining a culture and civil- J 
ization which made a Christian 
way of life possible. "Grace pre¬ 
supposes nature" says a theolog¬ 
ical tenet and this is also true 
in a "historic" sense. The In¬ 
carnation did not take place in 
some remote part of the globe 
40,000 years ago, in the Stone 
Age when writing was unknown 
and all mankind was engaged in 
a bitter struggle for survival 
Christ was born where three i 
Continents meet, in a large, well j 
administrated Empire of no 
mean eultural achievement* . . , 
and not among the Eskimos. 

Thus, when the Church ex¬ 
panded among the barbarians 
outside the Roman boundaries 
the had- primarily through thr 
monks—to teach the important 
techniques of a higher material 
life: reading and writing, plant¬ 
ing and harvesting, building, le¬ 



gal procedure, the brewing of > “dirigentes" (a few of them 
beer, the cultivation of vines, priests) to teach the people 
the making of cheese, even everything from reading and 


cooking and sewing, painting 
and carving. There ia such a 
thing as a "savage" who. of 
course, is called to conversion 
and redemption, but in order to 
achieve this he is almost forced 
to break with his former way 
of life. There is such a thing as 
a "Christian soldier," but there 
is mo “Christian headhunter," no 
saintly cannibal, nor even Ideal 
Christian family life in a cave. 

In the midriff - Americas, 
where broad Indian and Cholo 
(Mestizo) masses exist along¬ 
side a small White minority, 
the Church Is well aware of 
this. As long as the Spanish 
crown ruled these lands the 
awareness continued that these 
"Colored" or “portly Colored” 
people had to be westernised, 
whether they wanted to or not. 
This consideration faded out 
after independence, but today 
the Church remembers her old 
task—a task she has to fulfill 
because state and society are 
not sufficiently aware of It. 

Let me single out at random 
two typ>al examples for this 
endeavor: the "Sutatenza” in 
Colombia, and the credit system 
organized by the Maryknollers 
in Peru. 

The "Sutatenza" is an enter¬ 
prise called after a mi.erable 
mountain village in Colombia 
whose young, native pastor, Fr. | 
(now Msgr. Salcedo came to the 
conclusion that ignorance (all 
sorts of ignorance) generated 
poverty and lack of faith and 
therefore ought to be licked. 
How was this to be done with ! 
a few men when the printed 
word was not understood? The 
answer was simple: education 
through radio. 

This "brainwave” resulted in 
the erection of a network of 
radio stations teaching the Ca- j 
tholic way of life to a nation of' 
13 million of which *3 per cent 
are total illiterates. 34 per cent 
near illiterates, and only 5 per 
cent fully educated. The radio 
stations direct local volunteer 


writing to cooking and farming, 
from building bridges (3.391 
have already been constructed) 
to planting trees (more than two 
million have been planted), from 1 
establishing rural theaters (742) 1 
to vaccinating domestic animals 
and getting away from monocul¬ 
ture, l.e. the monopoly of coffee 
which makes Colombia fatally 
dependent upon the fluctuations 
on the world market. 

The o s u I a s radiofonicas 

are. needlrsa to say, not the 
only Items In this program of 
construction and reronstrur- 1 
lion: there are rouraea for 
leadrra and teachera. a weekly 
paper written especially for 
the rountry folk, there are tw o 
renters where more than 2.- 
000 "dirigentes” have already 
hern trained, there are rook 
hooka, readers, and other 
printed material. 

The missionaries from the 
United States also ha\e embark¬ 
ed on practical tasks, they have 
established parochial schools and 
even rolegio* to prepare the 
youngster* for the Catholic uni¬ 
versities (some of whivh, and 
very good ones at that, already , 
existed), and they have—a* the 
Maryknollers in Peru did—es¬ 
tablished Credit Associations for 
the little people where loans are 
given at the "low" rate of 12 per 
cent per annum (instead of 48 
pet cent!) . . . not such a revo¬ 
lutionary feat if we remember 
that in the Middle Ages the Do¬ 
minicans founded the first loan 
houses, the Montes Ptetalls. the 
"Mountains of Piety". 

Next week we will talk about 
the spiritual-intellectual prob¬ 
lems faced by the Church in 
these regions.

COLUMNIST QUESTIONED 
ON CASTRO ATTITUDE 

To the Editor: 

Fr John B Sheerin. C.S P, in 
a column labeled Was ( astro Al¬ 
ways A Communist? (Pittsburgh 

Catholic. Jan. 26), says: "The 
only trouble with this supposi¬ 
tion (that wcajyons used by Cas¬ 
tro forces in the revolution were] 
purchased with Communist 
money) is that it is pure supposi¬ 
tion. There is no proof that the J 
money came from the Commu¬ 
nist coffers." 

Nathan Weyl, quoting Joseph 
Martin and Phil Santera, two 
credible reporters of the New 
York Daily New* w ho researched 
Castro in Cuba following thr 
revolution, says in his book, "Red 
Star Over Cuba": " 'Once,' said 
a man who was close to Fidel. 
'Carolos Rafael Rodiguez, an ac¬ 
tive member of the Communist 
Party In Cuba, arrived with a 
dozen men loaded with monjy. 
It came to $800,000 and Fidel 
hugged him and shouted, 'Now 
we're ready to win the war.'" 

In the same book. Intelligence 
Digest, which called the turn 
on Castro and his revolution 
through the early days, is quoted 
as follows: “Fidel Castro's rebel 
organization has the financial 
and arms support of the Soviet 
Union and Communist groups! 
throughout the western hemi¬ 
sphere. 

"The preparation of this coup 
alone cost Communist sources a 
very large sum of money, of j 
which only a small pail came 
from the former President, Car- 1 
los Prlo Socarras. The bulk of It 
came from Russian and Chinese 
subsidies, channeled through se¬ 
cret groups in several Lalin j 
American countries, including 
Costa Rica. Chile and Aigen- 
tina." 

Alice I.oone Moats, writing in 
National Review, (Aug 24. 1957). 
already guessed that Castro's 


arms "represented a large sum of, 
money, far too much to have 
been raised in five and ten dol¬ 
lar contributions. Who did pay 
for it, still remains a oig ques¬ 
tion, which American corre¬ 
spondents in Cuba apparently 
don't think worth trying to an¬ 
swer.” 

None of these statements are 
deflnite proof that Communist 
funds supported the Castro revo¬ 
lution. That Anal proof will one 
day be forthcoming I wonder if 
Fr. Sheerin will need receipts 
signed by Castro before he will 
see the light? 

Fr, Sheerin also claims there 
was no evidence that Castro was 
a Communist in the early days of 
his revolt. Further that "the evi¬ 
dence is that the revolution was 
not Communist in the beginning 
In fart, the Soviets looked with 
contempt upon it. For Castro's 
followers were not the type you 
And in Soviet causes." 

Miss Moats in her 1957 article 
wrote: "Whether or not Fidel 
Castro himself is a Communist is 
immaterial, since he does appear 
lo be linked up with them and is 
playing their game." How right 
she was we all know today. Even 
at that early date she had been 
able to tell us that six days after 
the arrest of Castro and a group 
of his followers, Mexico police 
officials "announced that the 
movement was definitely under 
the patronage of Communist or¬ 
ganizations, and inspired by 
them." 

Miss Moats predicted: "If Cas¬ 
tro should win. the Cubans will 
only find themselves with an¬ 
other dictator on their necks." 

Perhaps her proofs were not 
admissable in a court of justice 
or even with our liberals, but It 
is interesting to note that she was 
right and the liberals wrong. 

Alberto Nino, security chief for 
Columbia, listed in 1949 a group 
of Communists who took part in 
the Bogota uprising in 1948 
Among those named were Fidel 
Castro. A Bogota detective re- 
jjorted after the uprising that 
there was found a "carnet, which 
the office of Detectives now has 
in its possession, with a photo¬ 
graph of the two Cubans, (Fidel 
Castro and Rafael del Pino), 1 
identifying them as first-grade 
agents of the Third Front of the 
U S S R, in South America." (See 
"Red Star Over Cuba ") 

Fr. Sheerin admits that Castro 
now has Communistic tics. "The 
truth of the matter," he writes 
"Is that something went awry be¬ 
tween the time the revolution 


began and the present day when 
Castro is lied up hand and foot 
to his Soviet overlords." Father 
is willing to debunk all proofs 
and circumstantial e v i d ence 
which prove to the satisfaction of 
many that Castro was a Commu¬ 
nist all the time and that his was 
a Communist revolution from the 
beginning. He does this on the 
grounds that it is pure "supposi¬ 
tion." But then all he has to 
offer in rebuttal is a weak state¬ 
ment that "something went 
awry." What it was he admit¬ 
tedly doesn't know. But while 
debunking with the word “sup¬ 
position," he is asking his read¬ 
ers to take his word on it, and his 
only proof Is supposition. 

Besides being a priest and an 
editor. Fr. Sheerin is a lawyer 
«nd should be able to do more 
than suppose. He should know 
that circumstantial evidence has 
at least some value, and much 
more than his own supposition.

Theology for Everyman 


Why Are Marriage Laws Important? 


In the Mass of the Second Sunday after the Epiph¬ 
any. the Gospel relates the Marriage at Cana and the 
manifestation of CJtrisf in His first public miracle. 
Ever since this first Christian emphasis on the holiness 
of marriage, the Church has fostered its sanctity. Are 
the Church's laws on Matrimony as important today 
as in other ages? 

Q. Wh.it I* meant by the teaching that marriage is a type 
•r symbol of the union between Christ and His Church? 

A When God made man male and female. He intended that 
the human race should increase and multiply, and that it should 
be sinless and happy. When our first parents fell into sin and 
involved us all in their misfortune, God promised a Redeemer, 
Who would be born of the chosen family of Abraham. Marriage 
thus came to have a spiritual meaning: women who were unable 
to have children regarded themselves as spiritually deficient. 
Marriage became even more spiritually significant when the 
Redeemer was born of a virgin mother under the protection of 
her marriage with St. Joseph. And when the Redeemer was 
about to begin His public life. He blessed a marriage by being 
present at it, and by working His first miraele in favor of the 
newly married couple. 

The closeness of the union between husband and wife is par¬ 
alleled by that of the union of the Son of God with human na¬ 
ture. As husband and wife share in each other's being and re¬ 
sources. so. in becoming man Christ makes it possible to have 
some share in His own divine life. Divine life flows from Christ 
as God through His sacred humanity to all who share in the 
fruits of His Redemption. Christ so loved the world that He took 
man's nature to Himself. Through the mystery of the Incarnation 
the divine and the human natures became insej>arably united in 
a single divine Person. 

In the state of matrimony there is a similar union between 
man Hiid woman. Husband and wife become united as a single 
principle of generation Each shares in the Joys and sorrows of 
the other. They are joined together "for belter or for worse, for 
richer or for poorer," until death. So also the Son of God. being 
rich, became poor for our sakes. that by His poverty we might 
become rich. 

It thus appears that the natural purpose of marriage, the 
generation of children, has been supplemented by a supernatural 
purpose, that the children of men should be raised by grace to 
become sons of God. It is easy to see the part which Christian 
parenthood plays in the realization of this supernatural purpose. 
It is through marriage, as it has been sanctified by Christ, that 
the Church increases and multiplies. As St. John saw in pro¬ 
phetic vision the entire Church coming forth to meet Christ, 
he fittingly described the Church as the new Jerusalem, “Pre¬ 
pared as a bride adorned to meet her husband." (Apocalypse 
21 , 2 ) 

In our own day It Is important that the sacred character of 
marriage, among thoao who have been baptized, should be re¬ 


affirmed and emphasized. It is not enough lo proclaim the nat¬ 
ural immorality of birth prevention, divorce and adulterous 
remarriage. For Christians these naturally immoral act* become 
sacrilegious, in their violation of the sacred union between Christ 
and his Church which is shared in by all who have become regen¬ 
erated in baptism. For Christian marriage not only symbolizes 
the union between Christ and His Church, but also affords the 
natural supj>ort which makes this union possible. It is for this 
reason that St. Paul exhorts husbands and wive* to love one an¬ 
other. as Christ loved the Church and delivered Himself for it. 

Q. How ia this point of view related to the sacramental 
rharacter of marriage? 

A. When we say that marriage is a sacrament, we mean that 
it is an outward sign instituted by Christ, and that it not only 
symbolizes the presence of grace in our souls, but actually causes 
it to be there. We cannot be certain that the sacramental nature 
of marriage is explicitly indicated in Sacred Scripture. We are 
quite certain, however, from Christian tradition and from the in¬ 
fallible authority of the Church that Matrimony is one of the 
seven sacraments, and that it confers grace in virtue of its sac¬ 
ramental efficacy. 

It is of the essence of a sacrament to be an external sign. 
As God adapted Himself to our human weakness by becoming 
man. He facilitates our sharing in the fruits of the Incarnation 
and Redemption by instituting visible signs by which invisible 
grace is brought to our souls. The external sign which constitutes 
the sacrament of Matrimony is the contract, validly made by a 
man and a woman, to live together as man and wife until death. 
Whenever two baptized jieisons enter into the contract of mar¬ 
riage validly, the contract itself becomes the sacrament. 

In every contract there is an offer and an acceptance A 
bilateral contract, in which each party offers the other something 
which the other accepts, docs not come into existence until thr 
mutual exchange of rights and obligations is completed. The 
external sign, therefore, which constitutes the sacrament of Mat¬ 
rimony. is the mutual agreement externally expressed, of a man 
and a women lo live as husband and wife, and to exchange the 
rights and obligations which pertain to the contruct of marriage 

It is not theologically correct to interpret the text of St Paul 
that "marriage is a great sacrament” (Ephesians 5, 32) as refer¬ 
ring directly to the sacramental character of marriage. Whai is 
meant here is rather that marriage is something sacred and mys¬ 
terious. Yet what St Paul has in mind is not difficult to think of 
as in correspondence with thr sacramental character of marriage 
When he speaks of marriage as analogous with the union of 
Christ and His Church, he is certainly thinking of the grace-be¬ 
stowing jjower which belongs to the sacrament of marriage. All 
the sacraments are instruments in the hands of Christ. In the case 
of the sacrament of Matrimony, the union between Christ arid 
His Church which is the source of all grace is not only brought 
about, but beautifully symbolized. 

Q. What ia the leaching nf theologians on the qneslinn of 
the Sacrament of Matrimony? 


A. The primary eause of the effect brought about by the 
sacraments is Christ. Christ is, therefore, the author and the 
principal minister of the sacrament of Matrimony. For all the 
sacraments, however, visible ministers are required, and they 
are deputed to act in Christ's Name. 

At one time it was thought that the minister of the sacra¬ 
ment of Matrimony is the officiating priest. For those who sub¬ 
scribed to this view, the contract of marriage, entered into by a 
man and a woman, was regarded as the matter of the sacrament, 
and the blessing of the iiricst as the form. This opinion was de¬ 
veloped. or at least strengthened by an historic decree of the 
Council of Trent which required the presence of a parish priest 
and two witnesses for the validity of marriages of Catholics. 

Closer examination, however, will reveal that this opinion is 
incorrect. Today all theologians are agreed that the essence of 
the sacrament is tp be found entirely in the contract of mar¬ 
riage. And since the contract is entered into by the husband and 
wife, and not by the officiating priest, it follows that the hus¬ 
band and the wife, and not the priest, must be regarded as the 
ministers of the sacrament, each one giving it to the other. 

Moreover, it has always been held that, in certain excep¬ 
tional cases, the presence of a priest at the marriage of Catholics 
may be disjien.sed with. If the blessing of the priest entered es¬ 
sentially into the sacrament of Matrimony, these exceptional 
cases would be imjxis-ible to explain. 

On the other hand, it remains true that the presence of a 
priest is required, as a general rule, as a condition for the valid¬ 
ity of both the sacrament and the contract ot marriage when 
one of the parties is a Catholic. The Church is within its power 
in establishing this condition, since there is question of a sacra¬ 
ment, and since the fact of baptism brings Catholics, in relation 
to the contracting of marriage, under the jurisdiction of t fc " 
Church. 

The legislation of the Council of Trent which made the 
validity of marriage dependent on the presence of a parish 
priest or bishop in his own ten itorv, was enacted lo prevent 
the abuses connected with clandestine marriages, that is, those 
entered into bv privately exchanged consent, ajiart from any 
external solemnity. Civil legislation likewise came to recognize 
the evils of purely consensual marriages. Today most jurisdic¬ 
tions have abandoned the provision of the common law which 
admitted the validity of consensual marriages, and a religious 
or legal ceremony is demanded almost everywhere a« a condition 
for validity. According lo Church law. however, the priest is 
present mciely a« a witness and is not demanded because he is 
thought of as entering into the sacrament of Matrimony in any 
essential way. 

As we have already suggested, the law makes provision 
for situations in which a comjietent priest is not available. When 
there is danger of death, first of all, a marriage contract be¬ 
tween two jjersons who are otherwise eajzable of entering into 
it, is valid provided two witnesses are present. This provision 
of law has in mind the predicament of a couple who are not 
validly married according to the laws of the Church, and who 
wish to become reconciled to the Church and gain the graces of 
the sacrament of Matrimony before they die. Their problem 
should, of course, be handled by a priest if one is available. 
If this is imixwsible. they may exchange matrimonial consent in 
tha presence of two witnesses.

Apart from the danger of death, marriage may be contracted 
in a similar manner if there is grave inconvenience in delay and 
there is no likelihood (hat a priest may be available within a 
month. This problem might arise, for example, in the case of 
two Catholics in a Communist-dominated area where priests 
are not allowed to function. Their marriage would be recognized 
as valid by the Church If it were entered into before two wit¬ 
nesses, and if there were evidence to support the facts in the 
case. Those who may have contracted marriage in this way 
should report the fact as soon as pos-ihlc to a parish pucst who 
will have jurisdiction over them, and who will lake slops to¬ 
wards having the jsertinent facts made a matter of official ec¬ 
clesiastical record. 

Q. How does rhurrh law look upon the legislation nf rivil 
authorities relating to marriage? 

A. It is fully understandable that, in modern times, the 
state should find it necessary to legislate in regard to the civil 
effects of mainage Laws of the state which are in conflict with 
the laws of the Church, or with the law of God, arc, of course, 
incapable of justification. State laws, however, which aim to 
protect the sacredness of the marriage conti act, or to guard 
against the evils of clandestine marriages, must certainly be re¬ 
garded as just and must be observed Otherwise there would 
be unnecessary conflict between the Church and the state 

In some countries state laws demand that all marriage.- be 
entered into before an authorized civil official Such a ceremony, 
however, cannot be recognized by the Church as a valid marri¬ 
age. save in the exceptional cases noled above. It is wrong, there¬ 
fore. for a Catholic to live in marital union unless his marriage 
has been entered into according lo the prescribed ecclesiastical 
form, even if a marriage ceremony which is recognized by the 
state as valid has been gone through 

In our own country the law recognizes the right of priest-, 
as ministers of religion, to witness marriages, and the record 
nf an ecclesiastical marriage is accepted by the state as sufficient 
for its purpose as well, provided a civil marriage license has 
been procured. It is the duty of Catholics who have not been 
married by a priest to have their marital union validated as 
soon as possible according to the law of the Church. There can 
be no question about the teaching of the Church that the marri¬ 
ages of Catholics are not valid until this formality has been 
fulfilled As for state laws which allow divorce, these arc ob¬ 
viously against the law of God. and no Catholic may regard 
a civil divorce from a valid marriage as justification for attempt¬ 
ing a new marriage contract. 

Nor does the state have the right to set up matrimonial im¬ 
pediments beyond those which are indicated in the law of nature. 
The state is within its rigb's in forbidding marriages under cer¬ 
tain conditions which seem to be dangerous for the common 
good. Thus the state might forbid marriages to persons suffering 
from certain forms of disease when there would be good reason 
for fearing that grave harm might result to the community. The 
state does not have the right, however, to legislate regarding 
the essence itself of the marriage contract as it is indicated in 
natural law.

Cardinal Koenig, who is a 
member of the Central Prepara¬ 
tory Commission for the coming 
council, spoke on (lie council at 
a meeting of Austrian Catholic 
newsmen. Asking them to follow 
developments of the preparatory 
work, he added: 

"Do not wait for thr bishop 
or for a report from Home, if 
you have something to say 
about the rouncil. Sound a 
warning, whenever you feel 
you ought to. Urge, when you 
feel urging is necessary. 
Wherever the possibility ex¬ 
ists, inform the world snd 
Catholics about the council. 
Report everything that the 
people and the Uatholira ex¬ 
pert concerning the council." 

The 55-year-old prelate indi¬ 
cated he expects the ecumenical 
council will bring about the fol¬ 
lowing: 

—increased recognition of the 


Cardinal Koenig said there 
is murh at stake in the rnming 
council, not only for thr Cath¬ 
olic Church, hut for non-Ca- 
tholic Christians as well. 

At Cardinal Koenig's sugges¬ 
tion. the Association of Austrian 
Catholic Journalists decided to 
hold an International meeting of 
German-speaking Catholic pub¬ 
licists and publishers to discuss 
the Ecumenical Council. The 
meeting is scheduled for May 
11 to 14 at Schloss Seckau in 
rcuthcastern Austria.

Last year he received 27r per Catholic or $27.74 
less than what each Seventh Day Adventist gave.

The U.S. Supreme Court has [ 
declared that censorship of mo¬ 
tion pictures, for good and suffi¬ 
cient reasons, is constitutional. 

Ever since the Supreme Court 
ruled that mo¬ 
tion pictures are 
entitled to the 
same freedom 
as the press, 

Eric Johnston, 
for the film 
producers and 
many others 
who should 
have known 
better, have construed this to 
mean that nothing at all might 
be censored, by constitutional 
right, from the movie screen. 
Consequently some irresponsible 
film producers have gone "hog 
wild" with results that push 
some films close to rbscenily. 

Recently, by five to four, the 
Supreme Court ruled that the 
constitutional guarantee of free 
expression does not include 
‘•complete and absolute freedom 
to exhibit any and every kind 
of motion picture." a point some 
of us have insisted upon all 
along. 

In a case challenging the vali¬ 
dity of a Chicago ordinance that 
calls for the submission of films 
before public exhibition. Justice 
Toni Clark who wrote the ma¬ 
jority decision said the "broad¬ 
side attack" upon the Chicago 
ordinance went too far. Just as 
so many recent movies have 
gone too far! 


In the past. Justice Clark 
pointed out. Supreme Court 
rulings "have consistently re¬ 
served for future derision pos¬ 
sible situations in which the 
First Amendment privMere (of 
free speech l might have to 
give way to the necessities of 
the public welfare." 

This means that movies, like 
newspapers, do not enjoy abso¬ 
lute license to put before the 
public, anything and everything. 
For Instance, films that are ob¬ 
scene, that incite people to vio¬ 
lence against constitutional au¬ 
thority. or in any other way 
threaten or endanger the public 
welfare, may be subject to prior 
censorship and are not merely 
subject to police action after ex¬ 
hibition. 

This will not end the wrang¬ 
ling and skirmishing. It may in¬ 
flame It. Ultimately, however, as 
we have said many times, self 
restraint (through the voluntary 
Movie Code) and good common 
sense on the part of tesponsible 
film producers and theater own¬ 
ers. shall determine, in "the pub¬ 
lic welfare." the practical differ-: 
ences between a free screen and 
a licentious one. 

* * *

It 
I is a regular and legitimate prac¬ 
tice to revive films which stand 
a good chance of nomination, but 
this year the press has been 
j "rooting" more actively for an 
unusually large number of rival 
candidates. Newspaper ads for 
"The Apartment." “Elmer Gan- 
| try," "Sons and Lovers" and 
; “Psycho," refer nudgingly to 
Oscar-worthv merits. Terrific 
pressure is on to get Burt Lan¬ 
caster, Jack Lemmon. Jean Sim¬ 
mons. Doris Day, Shirley Mac- 
Lainc, Janet Leigh. Cantinflas 
and several others into the star¬ 
ring nominations. 

Like most af the "award" 
systems operated in and around 
Hollywood, the \rademy Os¬ 
car may come to symbolise not 
the best In the arts and rrafts 
of plrturra but the beat In par¬ 
tisan publirity and personal 
promotion.

Being Repaired 

ROME (NC) — The Egyptian 
obelisk which was placed tn the 
•quare of St. John Lateran by 
Pope Sixtus V In 1588 Is under¬ 
going repairs. The giant shaft of 
granite has developed deep 
cracks due to exposure to the 
elements and the jarring motion 
of modern traffic. So hard ta the 
granite that special drills have 
been ordered but even with them 
it takes three hours to drill a 
hole two-fifths of an inch deop. 

Pope Sixtus had the obelisk 
moved to St. John's Square after 
it was discovered buried In the 
lemains of the Circus Maximus 
where it had been placed by the 
Emperor Constantius in 357 A.D.

Both charged that Gov, Rock¬ 
efeller'* proposal I* an attempt 
to evade state and Federal con¬ 
stitutional prohibition* against 
using tax funds to aid private 
colleges.
